EXPERT TELLS HOW 
COMBAT WEED RUST 

Tobacco Growers Given Some 
Good. Poiufers Sy Experi- 
ment Stati<m Man 



Dr. W. Valleau, plant pathblogist 

of the Kentucky Agricultural K.xperi- 
mcnt Station, addressed a crowd of 
about 250 farmers at the court house 
Saturday aftcmon and told them how 
to combat wildfire, rust and root rot, 
the thi-ee tobacco diseases that are 
now damaging many of the liclds of 
the county, says the Lexington Lead- 
er. 

He advise.i them to save disease- 
free seed with which to start their 
plant beds for the crop of 1921 and 
to cut out the ciop on land wliere 
these pcsta have attacked the 1920 
ci'op. 

He also advised the burning of all 
precaution against the reappearance 
of the pests' in next year's crop. 

Former Magistrate A. F. Shouse 
called the meeting to oi'der and J. D. 
Clark, fanner and farehouscman, \va.s 
elected chairman. \ 

Dr. Valleau in his address said there 
were several plant diseases, three of 
wliicli he desiicd to speak about, leaf-

Wildfire, he said, 
also iuul been found in the east. 

Dr. Valleau exhibited loaves aflfccted 
with the wild (ire and told how plant 
be<l.s wcr<; j:jcncially alFccted by the 
(li.sease la.sl sjtrinji. He tohl how the 
spots started fiom small centers and 
kill large portions of the leaves. The 
disease, he .sai<I, was probably carried 
jfroni the .seed bed to the field bed and 
siiread more rapidly in rainy and 
windy weather. 

The side of the plant tov.ard the 
wind, he said ,was sdways more af- 
fected than the sheltered .side. He 
.said the woiat daniaifc was done in 
the eastern, southern antl southwest- 
ern .sections oT the county. 

Dr. Vallcu .said the worst dania^ti 
was done where there had been the 
most rain and that the spots had al- 
ready caused a loss of $100,000 to 
$150,00 in the affected counties. 

He called attention al.so to the 
frogeye spot, which, however, does 
no damage to the leaf. The frogeye, 
he said, was a fungus, while the wild- 
fire is bactciial. 

Next, Dr. Valleau took up the to- 
bacco rust or an}j:ular leaf .spots, also 
caused by bacteria, and also damag- 
ing- in rainy and wn'ndy weather. He 
.showed (lead leal" spots appearint;- be- 
seemed I ^^^^^"^ ^^^^ veins of alfected leaves. 

Dr. Valleau said the two spots were 
distinct and there shduld be no dilli- 
culty in telling them apart. He de- 
clared it hecessarj' to take steps to 
eliminate the u ild/ire during the com- 
ing year. He tohl of work done in 
North Carolina to stop the di.seasc 
and advi.scd this year the saving of 
.seed i)od.s fiom fieldo not afTected. He 
a<ivi.sed all to look up di.sca.se- free 
fields an. I bag enough sced to plant 
theii- iieUls for next yeai-. 

Dr. Valleau said the angular leaf 
.spot could be eliminated in the same 
way. Stoiilization of the soil h\ 
.steaming is al.so advocated in place 
of burning. He urged bagging of the 
(lowers both to prevent erossing and 
to insure disca.se-f ree sced.

Dr. Valleau said the attack (ji wild-[ 
tire was generally on the upper si«lej 
of the leaf and started within 21' 
hour.s of lain. He said that tl^e ix,'stj 
Jippai'ently wa.s not confined to okl orj 
new fields, but that it was eviflen*^ 
that the disease came from seed be<ls. 
This he regarded as certain for «lis- 
ea.scd plants were taken fiom the seed 
betl and wildliie found in them after 
they were planted. 

Dr. Valleau flcclaici! it •'.v;>s in 
the growers to take every piecautior 
and told how the Florida fmit grow- 
ers had .gotten i iti of a similar pest 
by concerted action. 

y\ Valleau said it was possible 
that a meaixs of ti'( ating seed wonlr 
kill the bacteria, but that it would I 
much more difficult to induce growcis 
to do this than to select seed fic 
from tile disea.se. He advisetl that t.>- 
bacco be not replantc<l in 1921 on lam 
on which tlu^ wildlire is found tlii> 
year and that all tobacco stalks vi 
ciffectetl lami be bume<l. 

Irrcgulai it.\- in Uic siz'- ol' p!a:il.; 
he .said, cost the farmeis in li:« 
county probably $800,000 a yeai. IN 
said this was due to droot-iot titi. 
tiuit it was most serious of all tobacco 
diseases, nine out of ten fiehls being" 
afi'ected. He said this could also bf 
traced to the see<l bed and that the 
pest couild be controlled by using rx-- 
sistumt plants aii<l h\- .-i. ;iinin,i;- \.'.\> 
plant bods, which wouUl cost about -S8 
an acre and mighb mean a saving of 
ijoOO on acre. 

Dr. Valleau told of experiments now 
being made at the Experiment Sta- 
tion, and asked farmers to come there 
and see for themselves what is being 
tlone. 

He said that the resistant plants 
might not be as good quality as the 
onlinary burlcy, but would more than 
make up in yield for the difference in 

{juality.
